NEGATIVE DECLARATION IX 
 
The mitigation measures specified by Negative Declaration IX are as follows, and would be applicable 
to the proposed off-ROW elements addressed in the attached Initial Study: 
 
All Environmental Factors   
 
If a proposed project extends beyond the utility right-of-way into undisturbed areas or other right-of-
way, Level (3) shall file a Petition to Modify its Certificate for Public Convenience and Necessity 
(CPCN).  (“Utility right-of-way” means any utility right-of-way, not limited to only 
telecommunications utility right-of-way.)  An appropriate environmental analysis of the impacts of these 
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Hazards 
   
Level (3) shall use the Transportation and Circulation mitigation measure and augment it by informing 
and consulting with emergency response or evacuation agencies if the pr
